Bartky Declares: 


“If we do not give our chiidren 
confidence in the American way 
of life in the next fifteen years, 
we will not HAVE it.” 

These are the closing words of 
Dr. John A Bartky, Dean of Edu- 
cation at Stanford University as 
he addressed the Menlo Park Par- 
ent Teacher Association on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, in a strong, sane 


and reasonable plea for the teach- 
ing of American ideals and the Am- 
erican way of life in our public 
schools. 

Acknowledging that .the public 
schools have been primarily inter- 
ested in teaching “processes”, rather 
than the teaching of principles since 
1930, Dean Bartky reviewed the his- 
tory of teaching from the first of 
the century, briefly but tersely ex- 
plaining the phases through which 
these teaching processes have pass- 
ed in the last fifty years, and (more 
important) the reasons for these 
changes in method. 


About 1918, said Dean Bartky, the 
public awoke to the realization that 
the “classical” form of teaching was 
not very functional—so we swung 
to a pattern that placed the empha- 
sis on vocations in an effort to im- 
prove daily living. Then, when the 
depression arrived in 1930, which 
this method of instruction had not 
avoided, we began to question the 


Principals Must Be Stressed 
In Teaching American Ideals 


“principles” on which our democra- 
cy is run. 

He said that the reason so many 
people want to go back to the teach- 
ing of the Three R’s and give up the 
“Social Living” approach to instruc- 
tion is because we associate good 
citizenship with those good old days 
and, perhaps naturally, connect that 
good citizenship with the good old 
ways of teaching. Bartky insisted 
that teaching good citizenship, the 
American way of life, is not a mat- 
ter of throwing away methods but 
of emphasizing PRINCIPLES. 

Clearly defining the principles of 
communism, and facism, and ex- 
plaining how they got their hold on 
humanity, the speaker reminded his 
audience that once a principle was 
accepted the way of life was inevit- 
|ably determined. 


Our job now, he said, is to get 
our children to accept American 
principles against opposing ones. 
And our job is more than to call 
opposing principles “lies”. It is 
to take up the study of princi- 
ples with our children and teach 
them to see the inevitable end of 
good principles and bad princi- 
ples. And the right principles 
must be emphasized not only 
through the reason but through 
the emotions and the arts.

How Can We Hold Them? 


There is no use shutting our eyes to the fact that we have 
here and now an emergency in education—an almost crucial 
limitation in our elementary schools situation. 


A few years ago we thought the problem to be entierely one 
of finance. Our great need then seemed to be the raising of 
sufficient money. to supply plenty of buildings and equipment 
and for proper instruction. 


Recently there is a strong movement to foster cooperation 
among parents, teachers and community leaders to better serve 
the children than any one group can accomplish alone, and in 
this three-sided consideration the teacher problem looms up 
as one of greatest importance. 


After much agitation teachers’ salaries have been lifted to 
a somewhat higher level. This, with their 5-day week, Christ- 
mas, spring and summer vacations, makes the teacher's po- 
sition seem rather attractive to other workers even while they 
do not envy them the strain of daily class supervision. Yet we 
have far too few teachers in the profession—their ranks do not 
fill. 


It is not surprising therefore that there is a general awaken- 
ing to the necessity of ‘pleasing teacher’ if we are to get her 
and keep her (or him!) In an honest effort to learn how this 
may be done the subject is frequently brought up for group dis- 
cussion. We pass on the weary comment of an old timer in 
the profession who says there is one thing that could add more 
joy to the teacher's job than any other. That is the early incul- 
cation of human courtesy, consideration, respect for public 
opinion and property rights that should be learned at home by 
every child.

Mr. Longson, Menlo Park’s City 
Manager, was asked by Mayor Bur- 
gess to take over his column this 
week and report on a city managers’ 
conference Mr. Longson attended 
recently.

The annual Spring Conference 
of the City Managers Section, 
League of California Cities was 
held in Santa Monica, February 21, 
22 and 23, through the weekend of 
the Washington Birthday holiday. 

The fifty-nine cities in California 
operating with city managers or 
administrative officers, were rep- 
resented by fifty-three members. 
Of the thirteen incorporated towns 
and cities of San Mateo County, 
the managers of the four cities op- 
erating under the Council-Manager 
form of government, Hillsborough, 
San Mateo, Redwood City and Men- 
lo Park were present. 

The conference opened at 9:00 
a.m. Saturday morning and ad- 
journed at 4:30 Monday afternoon, 
February 23. 

At the annual meeting of the 
League of Cities in San Francisco 
last September, the City Manager 
Section decided to invite Clarence 
Ridley, Director of the International 
City Managers Association to con- 
duct a City Management Institute 
for the first day and a half of the 
conference. Sunday afternoon and 
all day Monday were given over 
entirely to our standard round ta- 
ble discussions. 

Mr. Ridley conducted his insti- 
tute in a unique and interesting 
manner. Prior to the conference, 
each manager was contacted and 
requested to submit what he con- 
sidered an important subject for 
discussion. 

He was then called upon at the 
meeting to elaborate on his subject 
and lead the _ discussion. This 
brought out some very interesting 
side lights and methods of proce- 
dure from managers who had iden- 
tical, or similar problems in their 
cities. 

A few of the subjects discussed 
were Public Relations. Finances 
and Purchasing, City Sales Tax, 
overlapping county districts on mu- 
nicipalities, getting the operation of 
cities to the citizens, Salary Schec- 
ules, Retirement, Personal Train- 
ing, ‘licensing taxi cabs, adoption of 
the Uniform Building Code and 
many others. 

At the luncheon meeting on Sot- 
urday Mr. Chet Shelley, Chief Ad- 
ministrative Officer of the City of 
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rebuilding! 
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Inglewood, led the discussion on the 
operation of city sales tax. Ingle- 
wood has recently adopted a sales 
tax ordinance. 

At the luncheon meeting of Sun- 
day, the speaker was Richard 
Graves, Executive Section, League 
of California Cities. Dick spoke on 
coordinating the manager’s work 
with his responsibilities to the cit- 
izens. 

At the annual banquet Sunday 
evening the speaker was Dr. Phil- 
lip Neff, Consulting Economist of 
the Haynes Foundation. He gave 
us his viewpoint of the probable 
economic conditions effecting cities 
up to the year 1960. 


At the luncheon meeting on Mon- 
day the speaker was Dr. Malcolm 
Davisson, Professor of Economics 
and Chairman of the Department, 
University of California at Berke- 
ley. 

He spoke on what he called a 
theoretical view of the future ad 
valorem tax, with a view to assess- 
ing property as to its uses, disting- 
uishing between the different types 
to determine the basis for tax rates. 
Of particular interest was the 
discussion of the old county dis- 
tricts with their established tax 
structure superimposed over that of 
the municipalities. 

The primary purpose for the in- 
corporation of a city is to be enab- 
led to provide local government and 
to render adequate services to citi- 
zens. Without the control of sani- 
tation facilities, fire protection, 
street lighting and other functions, 
@ municipality is seriously handi- 
capped in providing for the neecs 
of citizens. 

A committee was appointed to 
make a study on this subject and to 
report back at the summer meeting. 
There are several cities affected and 
the result of the committee’s work 
will probably be forwarded to the 
Board of Directors of the League 
for action at a State Legislative 
session.

Homfeld Suggests Decreasing Size of Encinal School FCAVENDAD 
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And Using Extra Funds for Four Rooms on Elder Ave. 


Supt. Mel Homfeld of the Menlo 
Park School District suggested Mon- 
day night that only six rooms be 
built on the Encinal avenue school 
site this year, and that the balance 
of money voted in a bond issue elec- 
tion in January, be used to build a 
four-unit school on Elder avenue. 


mendous increase in the west area”. 

Homfeld said he made the sug- 
gestion of building only six rooms at 
Encinal as a means of stretching out 
the $375,000 in bonds for school 
construction which the board has at 
its disposal. This method is the 
best way, he claimed, to make the 
money serve immediate and pressing 
needs. 


But his recommendation received 
opposition from two Felton Gables 
residents present at the school board 
meeting, Frederic C. West and K. S. 
Eenedict. They claimed that the 
bond issue was voted for a com- 
plete school in the Felton Gables 
area, and that the school board was 
morally obligated to build eight 
rooms there. 


at Encinal avenue could be built for 
$225,000, leaving $150,000 for pu 
chase of the Elder avenue site and 
construction of a four-room schoo! 
there. 

West claimed that the survey 
wasn’t entirely accurate since a 
number of children living near the 
Encinal avenue site go to private 
schools because their parents don’t 
went them to attend Central. He 
said these children would go to a 
public school located in their own 
neighborhood.

Homfeld added that two class- 
rooms may be unoccupied at Encinal 
School after it is completed this fall, 
and one the following year, unless 
pupils were transported by bus from 
the Fremont School vicinity to Cen-} 
tral School. 


The survey showed that there are 
plenty of children for full classes 
for the first four grades near the 
Elder avenue school site, which the 
board plans to purchase. Without 
facilities there, these kindergarten 
and primary children would have to 
be transported by bus to Fremont or 
Encinal Schools. 


Homfeld said his recommendation 
was based entirely on a scientific 
approach to the problem. He said 
a survey just completed shows the 
district is growing faster in the 
western part than in the area that 
would be served by the Encinal 
school.

He said there are sufficient pu- 


George Angus, chairman said he 
believes the board does have a mor- 
al obligation regarding a complete 
school on Encinal avenue. 

Trustees decided to ask for alter- 
nate bids, one for a six-room school 
and one for an eight-room schoo! 
on Encinal avenue, and then wait 
until after bids are received to de- 
termine the better course. It will 
also call a public meeting in order 
to get an expression of opinion froin 
residents of all parts of the school 
district regarding the size of the 
Encinal School. 

The public meeting will be com- 
bined with one regarding a policy to 
be set by the board concerning send- 
ing pupils from the Fremont School 
vicinity to Central School next year, 
in order to equalize use of school 
facilities. 


He said the new survey has been 
made since the bond issue election, 
at which time he and the board were 
depending upon a site study made a 
year and a half previously by a 
Stanford graduate student under 
the direction of Dr. John C. Almack, 
professor of education. 


The Almack study indicated that 
the first new school should be built 
in the Encinal avenue vicinity, but 
Homfeld declared “the growth that 
has occurred since the site study 
was made definitely shows a tre- 


Homfeld announced that he is 
considering the possibility of double 
sessions at Central School for a 
month or two next fall in case the 
Encinal School is not completed. 
Board members said they are push- 
ing the project as fast as they can, 
and that the architect, Arthur D. 
Janssen, hopes to advertise and re- 
ceive bids during the month of April. 


The board tentatively narrowed 
the choice of a name for the new 
school to Linden Wood and Encinal. 
Angus said many names of persons 
have been suggested but he feels 
that naming the school after any 
ene of them would be unfair to the 
others. 

The American Legion, Menlo Park 
Post 443, submitted the name of 
Paul Ellis, a local boy who was killed 
during active duty on Okinawa. 


Angus also declared that the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office advertised the 
$375,000 bonds for sale without au- 
thority from the school board. Trus- 
tees signed a letter to Dist. Atty Dan 
Sullivan telling him they don’t want 
the bonds advertised until later. An- 
gus pointed out that there is no use 
selling the bonds and paying inter- 
est on them until the school is built. 

The board approved a salary 
schedule drawn up by a teacher’s 
committee. The committee will re- 
main active and will report to the 
board from time to time regarding 
salaries, so that the subject won’t 
become a dead issue. 

The new salary schedule provides 
for an increase of $120 annually, in- 
stead of $90, for new teachers and 
for those with more than five years’

About Clothing for Next Winter 


By Dorothy Dolenz 


Looking ahead to next winter, 
many European mothers are al- 
ready worrying about warm cloth- 
ing for their families, particularly 
for those who go to school. 


Because their rooms are unheat- 
ed and their clothes too thin or too 
few, countless thousands of children 
must stay in bed in winter and miss 
school because they simply cannot 
go out of doors in cold weather. 
Underfed, thinly clad children liv- 
ing in cellars, in damaged homes, 
in air raid shelters—even in D. P. 
camps are on the verge of tubercu- 
losis, if they do not already suffer 
from this dread disease. 

Sturdy shoes are probably the 
most important item in a child’s 
winter outfit. Large enough, wide 
enough, and heavy enough to 
keep the feet warm and dry, and 
to allow space for woolen sox or 
stockings. Rubbers or goloshes 
to go with them, or a tube of shoe 


grease to help waterproof them 
should also be sent. 


They need long woolen under- 
wear; long woolen stockings, or sox, 
or if you cannot find them here in 
California, send knitting wool in 
time for mothers to knit ther stock- 
ings or sweaters.

LEGAL NOTICE 


ORDINANCE NO. 166 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
OF MENLO PARK, ESTABLISH- 
ING REGULATIONS GOVERN- 
ING THE STABLING AND 
MAINTENANCE OF HORSES, 
REQUIRING CERTAIN PER- 
MITS AND THE PAYMENT OF 
FEES THEREFOR; AND PRO- 
VIDING PENALTIES FOR VIO- 
LATIONS HEREOF. 


The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1: Maintenance and 
keeping of horses. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to keep or 
maintain, or cause to be kept or 
maintained any horse in the City 
of Menlo Park except in conformity 
with the provisions and regulations 
of this Ordinance; the keeping of 
stallions is specifically prohibited. 

SECTION 2: Definitions. For the 
purpose of this Ordinance certain 
words and phrases are defined as 
follows: 

“Planning Commission”: The 
Planning Commission of the City 
of Menlo Park. 

“Building Inspector”: The Build- 
ing Inspector of the City of Menlo 
Park. 

“Health Officer”: The director of 
the Department of Health of the 
County of San Mateo acting for and 
in behalf of the City of Menlo Park, 
or the City Health Officer. 

“Person”: Shall include individ- 
ual, person or persons, firm, assoc- 
iation, co-partnership, or corpora- 
tion. 

“Horse”: Shall include any mem- 
ber of the horse family except stal- 
lions. 

“Corral”: A confined area or en- 
closure where there is no perman- 
ent natural feed cover. 

“Pasture”: A fenced grazing plot 
of sufficient area to permit perman- 
ent natural feed to grow to an ex- 
tent that it provides a dust-free 
area. 


SECTION 3: Permits. (a) Per- 
mits Required. Horses may be kept 
and maintained in all zones and dis- 
tricts in the City of Menlo Park 
Subject to the securing of a permit 
as herein specified, after applica- 
tion therefor in the manner pre- 
scribed herein, and subject to the 
provisions and regulations of this 
Ordinance and the compliance 
thereof on the part of said applicant. 

(b) Application for Permit. Each 
application for any such permit 
shall be made to the Planning Com- 
mission on a form provided by the 
Planning Commission for such pur- 
pose. Such application shall be ac- 
companied by an accurate plot plan 
showing the lay-out of the existing 
or proposed stable and corral and 
detailed drawings of the proposed 
building construction, said plot plan 
may be required to show the loca- 
tion of neighboring houses within 
300 feet of the exterior boundaries 
of the property upon which said 
stable is proposed to be located. The 
application shall also be accompan- 
ied by a statement of the proposed 
drainage and sewage disposal sys- 
tem. If, in the opinion of the Plan- 
ning Commission, it appears that 
the keeping or maintaining of said 
horse, or horses and that the pro- 
posed stable to be constructed in 
connection wtih said keeping and 
maintenance, will fully comply with 
and conform to the requirements 
of this Ordinance and with all other 
Ordinances of the City of Menlo 
Park, and with any and all addi- 
tional rules and regulations estab- 
lished by the City Council of the 
City of Menlo Park as provided 
herein, and upon the payment of 
the required fee, a twelve month 
revocable permit shall be issued as 
herein provided. A permit may be 
granted at any time during the year 
and unless previously revoked shall 
expire on the same date of the fol- 
lowing year. 


(c) Annual Permit Fee. The an- 
nual fee for permits to maintain and 
keep horses shall be $2.00 each for 
the first two horses, and 50c each 
for each additional horse. Nothing 
in this ordimance shall be construed 
as requiring the payment of a fee 
for the stabling or maintenance of 
horses actually used in commercial 
farming operations on the parcel of 
land upon which the stable is locat- 
ed provided said parcel consists of 
five or more acres of land. 


(d) Revocation or Suspension of 
Permits. Any permit granted here- 
under shall be subject to revocation 
or suspension by the Planning 
Commission in the following man- 
ner. A notice shall be served on 
the person holding said permit spec- 
ifying wherein he has failed to com- 
ply with this ordinance or any other 
ordinance or with any terms or con- 
ditions specified in the permit for 
such stable, or with any regulations 


formulated by the City Council of 
the City of Menlo Park under the 
provisions of this ordinance and 
requiring him to appear before the 
Planning Commission at a date and 
hour specified, not less than five 
days after the serving of said notice 
on said permit holder, to show cause 
at said time and place why said 
permit should not be revoked or sus- 
pended, at such time and place the 
person holding said permit shall 
have the right to appear in person 
or by counsel and to introduce such 
evidence as he may desire, and the 
Planning Commission shall confront 
said permit holder with any charges 
that said City Council of the City 
of Menlo Park or Plcaning Com- 
mission, or both of them, may have 
against him, and after said hearing, 
the Planning Commission may, if in 
its opinion the permit holder has 
violated the terms of his permit, re- 
voke or suspend said permit. 


(e) Permit Transfer. Any permit 
issued hereunder for the keeping 
and maintenance of a horse or hors- 
es, or issued for the erection and 
maintenance of a stable, shall apply 
to the specific premises described 
in said permit; in the event the 
premises concerning which the per- 
mit is issued, shall be sold or leased 
by said permittee, then said permit 
may be transferred to the purchas- 
er or lessee of said property, upon 
the written application of said per- 
mittee to the Planning Commission, 
with the consent of the latter en- 
dorsed thereon. 


Any permit issued as provided 
herein shall be posted in a conspic- 
uous place in the corral or on the 
stable building during the period 
that said permit is in full force and 
effect. 

SECTION 4: General Regulations. 
(a) Location and Area Require- 
ments. Horses may be kept and 
maintained in any allowed districts 
as heretofore set forth, subject to 
the following general requirements, 
which may be modified in particular 
cases. 

1. The minimum lot area upon 
which any horse may be kept shall 
be one acre, and two horses may be 
kept on such a parcel. 

2. The minimum distance of stable 
from any neighboring house shall be 
100 feet. 

3. The minimum distance of the 
stable building from any neighbor- 
ing property line shall be 40 feet. 

4. The minimum distance of the 
corral from the neighboring prop- 
erty line shall be 25 feet. 

5. The minimum distance of the 
stables from the residence on the 
same lot shall be 40 feet. 

6. One additional horse may be 
kept on each acre in addition to the 
one acre minimum, subject to the 
requirements of the Planning Com- 
mission in each case. 

7. Minimum distance of stable 
from street line shall be 75 feet. 

Subject to the approval of the 
Planning Commission horses may be 
kept in a pasture containing 2 or 
more acres. 

(b) Construction of Corrals and 
Stables. 

1. All corrals shall be enclosed by 
a substantial fence. 

2. Stables shall be of Class V or 
better construction as defined in the 
Uniform Building Code in force in 
the City of Menlo Park, and in ad- 
dition shall conform to the follow- 
ing requirements: 

(2a) The stable floor shall consist 
of a 6 inch rock base on which is 
compacted not less than 6 inches of 
clay. 

(2b) There shall be constructed 
a fly-tight metal or reinforced con- 
crete manure bin. 

(2c) Each stable shall contain a 
rat-proof concrete, wire mesh or 
metal or plaster-lined feed room for 
the storage of feeds other than hay 
or alfalfa. 

(c) Drainage of Premises. Every 
parcel of land upon which horses 
are maintained shall be well drain- 
ed. The surface of all corrals and 
paddocks shall be graded so as to 
prevent the accumulation of storm 
or casual waters. 

(d) Maintenance. 

1. Corrals shall be kept in a clean 
and sanitary manner and shall be 
thoroughly cleaned once a week. Un- 
der no circumstances shall manure 
be left in the corral furnishing 4 
breeding place for flies and insects. 


2. Stable building shall be clean- 
ed daily and periodically sprayed to 
prevent the breeding of flies and 
insects. t 


3. It is hereby declared to be a 
nuisance and it shall be unlawful 
to keep any horses on premises in 
an offensive, obnoxious or unsani- 
tary condition. 

SECTION 5: Commercial Enter- 
prises. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to keep operate or maintain 
a commercial stable, such as board- 
ing or riding stables, within the City 
of Menlo Park. 


SECTION 6. City Council—Addi- 
tional Regulations. The City Coun- 
cil of the City of Menlo Park is here- 
by authorized and empowered to 
formulate and adopt from time to 
time, and to enforce the same when 
adopted, additional rules and regu- 
lations that it may deem advisable 
to govern the keeping and mainten- 
ance of horses, and the location, 
maintenance and construction of 
corrals, stables, and pastures. 

SECTION 7: General Provisions 
—Variance. The Planning Commis- 
sion shall have the right to modify 
the strict application of this ordin- 
ance where there are extraordinary 
conditions affecting the property of 
the applicant. In such cases the 
applicant shall request his hearing 
before the Planning Commission 
and if after such public hearing, the 
Planning Commission finds that by 
following the strict letter of this 
ordinance unreasonable restrictions, 
unnecessary and extraordinary 
hardships or damage will be im- 
posed upon the applicant, then any 
of the provisions or regulations 
hereof may be modified in harmony 
with the general purpose and ob- 
jectives hereof to the end that the 
public health, safety and welfare 
may be secured. The Planning Com- 
mission shall transmit a certified 
copy of the findings of any such 
hearing to the City Council of the 
City of Menlo Park for their ap- 
proval and said City Council may 
hold a further hearing if they so de- 
sire. The determination and find- 
ings of the City Council after the 


holding of such hearing, shall be! 


final and conclusive. 

SECTION 8: Appeals. In the 
event the Planning Commission 
shall deny the issuance of a permit 
hereunder, or revoke a permit grant- 
ed hereunder, an appeal by the ap- 
plicant, or permittee as the case 
may be, may be filed with the City 
Council of the City of Menlo Park. 
Such appeal must be in writing, but 
may be informal in character; the 
City Council upon receipt of such 
appeal shall hold such hearings, 
with or without notice, as said City 
Council shall determine; the deter- 
mination and findings of said City 
Council, as to said appeal shall be 
final and conclusive. 

SECTION 9: Each Violation a 
Separate Offense. Each person, 
firm, co-partnership or corporation 
violating or contributing in any way 
to the violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall be 
deemed guilty of a separate offense 
for each day during which such vi- 
olation continues, and such viola- 
tion shall be deemed to be a mis- 
demeanor and shall be punishable 
therefore as herein provided. 

SECTION 10: Penalties. Any per- 
son, firm, co-partnership or cor- 
poration violating any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance or the rules 
or regulations formulated and adop- 
ted by the City Council shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding five- 
hundred dollars ($500.) or by im- 
prisonment in the County Jail not 
exceeding three months or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 
| SECTION 11: Validity. If any sec- 
tion, sub-section, sentence, clause 
or phrase of this ordinance is for 
any reason held to be unconstitu- 
tional, such decision shall not af- 
fect the validity of the remaining 
portions of this ordinance. The City 
Council of the City of Menlo Park 
hereby declares that it would have 
passed this ordinance and each sec- 
tion, sub-section, sentence, clause 
and phrase thereof, irrespective of 
the fact that any one or more sec- 
tions, sub-sections, sentences, claus- 
es or phrases be declared: unconsti- 
tutional. 

SECTION 12: All ordinances, or 
parts of ordinances, of the City of 
Menlo Park, in conflict herewith 
are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 13: This ordinance 
shall be published once in the Men- 
lo Park Recorder, a newspaper 
printed, published and circulated in 
the City of Menlo Park, and shall 
take effect and be in force thirty 
(30) days from and after the date 
of its passage and adoption.

In his annual report to the City 
Council, Chief Farrell pointed out

A BUILDING CODE FOR SAID

REPAIR, MOVING, REMOVAL,

OCCUPANCY EQUIPMENT, USE,

AND/OR STRUCTURES IN THE 
CITY OF MENLO PARK; PRO- 
VIDING FOR THE ISSUANCE 
OF PERMITS AND COLLEC- 
TION OF FEES THEREFOR; 
DECLARING AND ESTABLISH- 
ING FIRE DISTRICTS; PRO- 
VIDING PENALTIES FOR THE 
VIOLATION THEREOF, AND 
REPEALING ORDINANCES NO. 
110 AND NO. 125 AND ALL OTH- 
ER ORDINANCES AND/OR 
PARTS OF ORDINANCES OF 
THE CITY OF MENLO PARK IN 
CONFLICT THEREWITH. 


The City Council of the City of 
Menlo Park does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. That certain code 
of rules and regulations known and 
designated as the “UNIFORM 
BUILDING CODE, 1946 Edition, 
Published January 1, 1946, by the 
Pacific Coast Building Officials’ 
Conference”, for the City of Menlo 
Park, regulating the erection, con- 
struction, enlargement, alteration, 
repair, moving, removal, demolition, 
conversion, occupancy, equipment, 
use, height, area, and maintenance 
of all buildings and/or structures in 
the City of Menlo Park, and pro- 
viding for the issuance of permits 
and the collection of fees therefor, 
defining terms, providing penalties 
for its violation, and repealing con- 
flicting ordinances and parts of con- 
flicting ordinances, printed in book 
form and filed, in number not less 
than three, in the office of the City 
Clerk on this date, is hereby adopt- 
ed, with the exceptions or additions 
hereinafter set forth and enumerat- 
ed, and by reference incorporated 
herein as if fully set forth, as the 
Building Ordinance of the City of 
Menlo Park. 

SECTION 2. Subdivision (b) of 
Section 1603 of said Uniform Build- 
ing Code, is hereby deleted and same 
hereby amended by substituting the 
following: 

“(b) LIMITATION OF TYPES 
OF CONSTRUCTION. Buildings or 
structures of Type IV or Type V 
construction having an area greater 
than seventy-five hundred square 
feet (7,500 sq. ft.) shall not be erect- 
ed, constructed, or moved within or 
into Fire Zone No. 2, and such build- 
ings shall have all exterior walls of 
not less than one-hour fire-resistive 
construction. Roof covering shall 
be a fire-retardant roof covering as 
specified in Section 3204.” 

SECTION 3. Subdivision (a) of 
Section 303 of said Uniform Building 
Code is hereby deleted and the same 
hereby amended by substituting the 
following:

are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 6. If any section, sub- 
‘section, sentence, clause and/or 
phrase of this ordinance is, for aff 
reason, held to be invalid or un- 
constitutional, such decision or hold- 
ees shall not affect the validity of | 
the remaining portions or provisions 
of this ordinance. The City Council 
of the City of Menlo Park hereby 


declares that it would have passed 
this ordinance, and each section, 


subsection, clause or phrase thereof 
irrespective of the fact that any one 
or more sections, subsections, sen- 
tences, clauses or phrases be declar- 
ed or held invalid or unconstitution- 
al. 

SECTION 7. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation 
to erect, construct, enlarge, altar, 
repair, move, remove or demolish, 
convert, equip, use or occupy or 
maintain any building or structure, 
or any portion thereof, in the City 
of Menlo Park, contrary to, or in 
violation of, any provision of said 
code as herein amended, or to cause, 
permit or suffer the same to be 
done. 

Any person, firm or corporation 
violating, or causing or permitting 
;to be violated, any of the provisions 
{of said code, as so amended, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 
and each such person, firm or cor- 
poration shall be deemed guilty of 
a separate offense for each and ey- 
ery day or portion thereof, during 
which any violation of any such pro- 
vision of said code is committed. 
continued or permitted, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punish- 
able by a fine of not more than 
Three Hundred ($300) Dollars or by 
imprisonment in the County Jail 
for not more than three (3) months 
or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 

SECTION 8. This ordinance shall 
be published once in the Menlo 
Park Recorder, a newspaper print- 
ed, published and circulated in the 
City of Menlo Park, and shall be 
effective thirty days from and after 
its passage and adoption.

Conceived Idea of 
A Freedom Tour 


The idea of a Freedom Train was 
conceived by Atty. Gen. Tom Clark. 
He was concerned over the com- 
placency of the American people 
following World War II, and he 
though of taking important nation- 
al documents to several large cities 
as a means of dramatically stirring 
up the average citizen’s interest in 
democracy and freedom. 

Clark’s idea grew into a committee 
formed by many Americans, now 
called the American Heritage Foun- 
dation. 

It was organized as a non-parti- 
san, non-political, non-profit group 
solely for the purpose of sponsoring 
the display of historical documents. 

Clark’s idea of visiting a few cities 
developed into a train, which is 
more portable, and a tour including 
310 cities in a year. 

According to the American Her- 
itage Foundation, through its pro- 
gram it seeks: 


“1. To develop a greater aware- 
ness of the advantages we enjoy as 
Americans, emphasizing the rela- 
tionship of our hard-won personal 
freedoms to our development as the 
strongest nation of free people in 
history. 

“2. To persuade all Americans that 
only by active personal participa- 
tion in the affairs of the commun- 
ity, state and nation can we safe- 
guard and preserve our liberties and 
continue to demonstrate to our- 
selves and to the world that the way 
of free men is best.” 

The documents were lent by the 
Library of Congress, the National 
Archives, and private collectors. 

As many of the documents are ir- 
replaceable, they have been as well 
protected as modern devices will 
permit. The train, donated by rail- 
companies, was rebuilt with 
-steel welded construction. It is 
burglar-proof, crash-proof, and the 
exhibition cars could be submerg- 
ed in water for 48 to 72 hours with- 
out damage to the documents. 

Every one of the valuable docu- 
ments and books is placed between 
plastic sheets half an inch thick. 
The plastic, clearer than glass, is 
also fire-resistant, water-resistant 
and shatter-resistant. Documents 
are placed inside specially-designed 
steel cases, covered with shatter- 
proof double glass sheets. 

The train never travels faster 
than 50 miles per hour.
